Tht? ballad of Dhola and Maru was 
composed in 1620 by Kaiiol, a poet 
who lived in tbe reign of Raval Harirai 
ot Ja i sal nier, in Dingal, the language 
used by andent bards of Rajast han. 

One bitter faet of lile tn Raiasthan is 
drought. It destroys life as quickfy as 
water creates it The ballad goes that 
ihe bards sent to Narwar by Fingal sing 
the Raag Malhaar (the musical mode 
reputixl to create rain} on the night 
that they reveal Maru's existence to 
Dhola. And sure enough, it rains wifh 
mueh thunder and Iightning. It is 
interesting to note the spedfic 
mention of Raag Malhaar in the ballad; 
a Raag thal conjures up the vision of 
rain in a land tbreatened with drought! 

There is a set of fine paintings, 
rendered in the jodhpur style, 
illustrating the love of Dhola and 
Maru.
